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GREEN IS ONE STEP 
SHORT OF SELL-OFF

A COMMUNITY green has been 
recommended for sale to make way 


for a housing project. 

The 700-square-metre piece of land at Dalby 
Square, Cliftonville, is one step away from 
being sold after Thanet council’s cabinet took 
their decision on Thursday last week. 

Members recommended the land be sold to 
the Town and Country Planning group, but a 
final decision will be made by the council’s 
planning committee in the coming months. 

A consultation to gather views on the plans 
for the site is due to end on Friday, August 27 
—meaning the cabinet chose to recommend the 
plans before residents and other parties had 
the chance to make their opinions known. 

Many will object to the loss of the green, 
which is used as a play area by local children. 
The green has been included as part of an 
application to redevelop the old Warren Court 
Hotel site, to include 12 family units and eight 
two-bedroom flats. 

Council leader Bob Bayford said: “I must

Couple convicted of 
neglecting children 


ACOUPLE who assaulted and cruel- 
ly treated two young children have 
been found guilty of child neglect. 

Kristina Davies and Ricky Winter, 
both of Canterbury Road, Margate, 
had denied eight counts of child neg- 
lect, but a jury found them guilty of 
the offences. 

The charges relate to a period in 
July of last year when the pair were 
looking after two boys under the age 
of four. 

During that time the boys suffered 
an array of injuries, including broken 
bones, bruises and bites. 

Davies, 19, and Winter, 23, also 
forced the boys to stand in a corner 
with their hands on their heads and 
screamed in their faces on numerous 
occasions. 

The pair will be sentenced at 
Canterbury Crown Court in 
September.

Probation ‘cuts repeat crime’ 


THE Kent Probation Service says 
that not sending offenders to prison 
for short term sentences is paying 
dividends. 

More than 373 offenders in Thanet 
have avoided prison time and been 
placed on community orders, which 
can include unpaid work for local 
communities. 

Statistics show that 61 per cent of 
offenders return to crime in the first 
year after serving a short term sen- 
tence. 

However, that figure drops to 37 
per cent if they are given a communi- 
ty sentence of some kind. 

Kent Probation’s Chief Executive, 
Helen West, said: “Kent Probation 


protects the public and reduces re- 
offending by delivering the sentences 
of the courts and reforming offend- 
ers. 

“A community order can combine 
punishment with rehabilitation 
which is proven to be more effective 
than a short-term prison sentence. 

“When offenders are given short- 
term prison sentences it is very diffi- 
cult to tackle the reasons behind 
their offending, whereas a communi- 
ty sentence can last three years.” 

“Kent Probation has a wealth of 
knowledge about influencing 
changes in offender’s thinking and 
behaviour that motivates them to 
stop committing crime. 


“There is good evidence to show 
that probation works, and that 
offenders on these orders will have 
learned new skills which will enable 
them to stay out of trouble.” 

Last year, 122 offenders in Thanet 
completed a group work programme 
aimed at changing the offender’s 
behaviour. 

A total of 24 drug rehabilitation 
orders were completed in the area 
during the year ending March 2010 
and more than 220 offenders com- 
pleted unpaid work orders, known as 
Community Payback. 

This is where offenders are made to 
carrying out work for the benefit of 
local communities. 


Mystery objects seen 


in sities over the isle

STRANGE balloon-shaped objects 
have been spotted in the skies over 


Broadstairs and Margate. 

The are the latest in a long line of UFO sight- 
ings in Thanet this year. 

Reader Mrs Laffineur said she had spotted 
the red balloon-shaped objects “behind the 
Albion Hotel building.” 

Mrs Laffineur, who is from Broadstairs said 
she does not believe in UFOs, but remarked 
that the objects had moved slowly towards the 
sea before seemingly “burning out”. 

The week before, Yourthanet received a letter 
from Adrian Scott, also from the town. 

He was the first to report the objects in the 
sky, which he and his wife had witnessed. 

He said he had seen an object that looked like 
a balloon travelling east, out over Kingsgate. 

He reported it as being visible for about two 
minutes and that it appeared round and dark 
with a bright light underneath. 

He had assumed it was a hot air balloon, but 
accepted that he now realised why people 
believe in UFOs. 

Another eerie sighting was reported on the 
site uk-UFO.co.uk this week. 

A Margate man, named as Tony Squirrell, 
said: “My wife and I saw a _ bright 
red/orange/yellowy light in the sky approxi- 
mately 30 degrees from the horizon. Travelling 
from the west, silently, it made a turn north, 
out to sea. Ten minutes later another orange 
light appeared to follow the same flight path.

Once over the sea the lights “switched off” rap- 
idly. There was no evidence of aeroplane lights, 
ie. flashing red or green, and no sound either. 

“We considered that the lights were unlikely 
to represent Chinese lanterns due to the bright- 
ness and multi-coloured nature of the objects.” 

Pictures have also surfaced at the 
www.top10ufo.com site of two shapes in the sky 
at the Big Event in Margate. 

Photos taken by one spectator appear to show 
some kind of object in the background of a shot 
of a Lancaster bomber and the Red Arrows. 

Although we have been unable to ascertain if 
the pics were from the Big Event of 2009 or 
2010, the photographer said that it is not dirt 
on the lens because of the different location of 


the objects in each of his pictures. 

The news of the sightings comes in the week 
that Britain released hundreds of previously 
secret UFO files, including a letter saying that 
Winston Churchill had ordered a 50-year cover- 
up of a wartime encounter between a UFO and 
military pilot. 

More files, published by the National 
Archives, have been released. They span 
decades and contain scores of witness accounts, 
sketches and classified briefing notes docu- 
menting mysterious sightings across Britain.

now being set up. The ward of 
Cliftonville West has one the lowest life- 
expectancy rates in the country, 17 years 
shorter than some other parts of Kent. 

With many residents living in small 
one-bedroom flats with no back gardens, 
the decision to recommend the sale of a 
much-used parcel of green space has 
raised eyebrows. 

The Margate task-force report, which 
was also recommended at the same 
meeting, states that the “key killers for 
this population are circulatory disease 
and all cancers”. 

On Radio Kent last week, council cabi- 
net member for community services 
Chris Wells said poor diet and low levels 
of exercise contributed to the problem. 

Labour councillors for the ward are to 
fight the application. 

Clive Hart said that until recently the 
land and its use by community groups 
was being held up as an example of the 
community and council working in part- 
nership. He is dismayed the land has 
been included in the plans. 

But Cllr Bayford cited the new play 
park on the seafront at the end of Dalby 
Square and improvements in Dane Park 
as ways the council was providing areas 
for recreation and said “if the green was 
left, then we would lose potential family 
housing.”

Fewer than 100 children are 
diagnosed with the condition each 
year in the UK. 

Alfie was diagnosed in December 
2009 after a series of hospital visits 
and tests. 

Friends had been at Westwood 
Cross shopping centre recently to 
drum up more support for the fund.

African holiday park 
olan for Quex estate 


MORE of the isle’s fast-vanishing 
farmland could be lost if Thanet 
council allows the Quex Park estate 
to build a holiday village. 

A scheme to build 21 holiday 
homes, called African rondavels, has 
been submitted to the authority in a 
bid to make the estate a more desir- 
able place for tourists. 

The plans, which were submitted 
in June, also include parking for 40 
vehicles, accommodation for a war- 
den and a reception facility. 

A 4.1-hectare area of land just to 
the south-east of the Quex Barn 
structure, which houses a farm shop 
and restaurant, has been earmarked 
for development, although not all of 
that area is likely to be built on. 

The 21 circular timber rondavels 
would operate for 48 weeks of the 
year and they are planned to tie in 
with the African theme of some of 
the estate’s attractions, such as 
many of the exhibits on the estate’s 
famous Powell -Cotton Museum. 

They would be solar-powered and 
have wood-burning stoves and 
thatched roofs. 

There would be a 10 per cent 
reduction in the rent for anyone who 
arrives without a car. 

The site is enclosed by woodland to 


the eastern, western and southern 
boundaries and is screened by trees 
to the north side. 

An exisiting barn structure would 
be removed to make room for the 
car-parking area. 

The huts would not be let out as 
residential dwellings, according to 
the application, and would be to 
“support and enhance the facilities 
at Quex Estate” and to “make Quex 
a premier visitor destination in 
Thanet and one of the key attrac- 
tions in Kent”. 


Accommodation 


Quex Park estate has a total area 
of 101 hectares and is to the south of 
Birchington. 

The area is already home to other 
holiday parks, such as the nearby 
Two Chimneys site. 

Quex owners believe that the new 
holiday-village idea will provide 
more accommodation for people who 
wish to stay in Thanet and would 
provide a boost for tourism. 

The applicants have requested 
that council officers support the 
application, although a decision on 
the development will have to be 
taken by the council’s planning com- 
mittee.

Hart backs task 


force but slams 
police numbers 


NEWS that a task force is to be set 
up to tackle some of the deep-rooted 
problems in Cliftonville and Mar- 
gate has been welcomed by one of 


the area’s councillors. 

The isle’s Labour leader, Clive Hart, says it 
can’t come soon enough and has called for one 
area to receive first attention as a pilot zone 
and for policing levels to be upped. 

Cllr Hart has had a worrying string of events 
reported to him in recent weeks from the Lewis 
Crescent area. 

They include alleged incidents of domestic 
violence, in which a knife with a 9in blade was 
possibly in evidence, intense arguments and 
high levels of disturbances such as shouting 
and threatening behaviour from the occupants 
of some properties in the road. 

He is critical of policing numbers in the trou- 
bled area and wants them increased. 

He said: “The whole situation became appar- 
ent when a PCSO attended a recent residents’ 
meeting in Cliftonville and told the whole room 
Tve been covering Cliftonville West almost

entirely on my own for a while now and it looks 
like I will be for some time’. She also explained 
that it was becoming very stressful. 

“The latest knife complaint is the latest of its 
kind in this particular area. 

“Myself and fellow ward councillors have 
been consistently informed that we have a 
team of five police officers and PCSOs in a team 
dedicated to Cliftonville West, but we have also 
recently discovered that in the past few weeks 
that number has reduced to just one.” 

When it is set up, the task force will aim to 
tackle a raft of problems in the two wards of 
Cliftonville West and Margate Central. 

Kent Police’s district commander, Chief 
Inspector Mitchell Fox, said: “We have been 
working extensively with Thanet council to 
address the concerns of residents in the area. 

“Our efforts have included prompt police 
responses to calls and follow-up visits, the 
installation of a temporary CCTV camera, 
visits from community-safety officers and inter- 
vention with families.

“The council has offered to install noise- 
monitoring equipment to gather evidence in 
relation to noise nuisance. 

“In addition to this, a task force involving 
police, community-safety officers and housing 
officers is currently being established. 

“This team will be tackling, among other 
things antisocial behaviour, housing problems, 
employment issues and truancy. They will be 
concentrating their efforts in Margate and 
Cliftonville. 

“Thanet council and the police are striving to 
create an environment where residents feel safe. 

“Our action in Lewis Crescent has been 
prompt and thorough and we are continuing to 
build on the work already undertaken. 

“I am confident that our extensive efforts in 
the area demonstrate that we are taking peo- 
ple’s concerns seriously and, more importantly, 
taking action to make their neighbourhood 
even safer.”

Q did you first become a midwife? 


I married quite young, had four babies of 

my own and loved everything about preg- 
nancy, birth and motherhood and was sad to 
leave it all behind once my own family was 
complete so thought midwifery was a way to 
stay involved. At 32 I went back to full-time 
study at university and arrived at my dream 
job six years later. 


Why did you set up an independent midwifery service 

and what are the advantages compared with the NHS? 

Ibelieve in the NHS and ifI could work the 

way I do now I would never have left, but 
midwifery is more to me than just a job — it is 
a commitment to an individual woman. 

After working locally in two different trusts 
for two years as a new midwife, I soon realised 
I would not be able to stay in such a large 
organisation. I wanted to be one-to-one with 
women, to get to know them and their fami- 
lies. Evidence shows that one continuous 
midwife throughout pregnancy and birth 
improves all outcomes. 

I was often so busy in the NHS that I did not 
have the time to really be the midwife I want- 
ed to be or to give the personal care that takes 
time. Now I have one woman at a time to give 
attention to and she knows I am a phone-call 
away, 24/7. Women want to know the midwife 
who will care for them during their birth and 
know that she will not be going home halfway 
through their labour. 


Would you say it is better for children to be born at home 

rather than in a hospital? 

Absolutely. There are still those who 

believe hospital is the safest place, but just 
because you believe something does not make 
it fact. Birth is a very safe and normal process, 
not an illness, and we have the evidence that 
for most women home is the safest and best 
place of all to be. 

You rarely hear women telling horror stories 
about their home births, although unfortu- 
nately when they do, it hits the news because 
it is so rare. 

All babies used to be born at home, then, 
with no evidence to back up the information, 
the public were led to believe hospitals were 
safer and a whole culture was changed. We are 
now trying to change it back and increase the 
home-birth rate, but it takes time. 

Women and babies are more likely to end up 
with problems if the birth is treated as a med- 
ical event. 


Do you think doctors too easily resort to Caesarean 
births? 


In some cases yes, but it is because they 
view childbirth as a potential problem 
rather than a normal life event. 

They see the worst-case scenario and act on 
it, whereas midwives presume normal until 
proven otherwise. The more often something 
happens, the easier it becomes and the more 
normal it seems, but Caesarean births are not 
normal and should be reserved for life-saving. 


Can you tell us about some of the most unusual births 

with which you have been involved? 

I travelled to Turkey last year to help a 

woman have a waterbirth and the Press 
hounded us as it was so rare. I have helped 
women having twins and breech babies, 
vaginal births following Caesareans, but the 
vast majority are just normal woman wanting 
normal births. 

The best home-birth of my career, however, 
was just the other week, when I helped my 
first grandchild to be born at home into his 
daddy's hands. It was an amazing family 
occasion and an hour after he was born we 
were all having a celebratory breakfast. 


What is the most rewarding part of your job? 


When I leave the house following a home- 

birth, mum, dad and baby are all tucked up 
happily and have not been separated. After all 
these years I still want to run up to the post- 
man and say “I helped that happen”. 


What role do you think fathers have when it comes to 
childbirth? Do you think he has to be present? 

What is right for one woman and her part- 
ner may not be right for another. 

Some dads want to be fully hands-on and my 
role is to facilitate that. Some dads need to be 
down the pub and my job is to support them in 
that decision. I think couples are too pressured 
to conform to what society thinks.

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£2,000 fine after 
landlord falls foul 


of licensing rules

A LANDLORD who failed to comply 
with the terms of his licence has 


been fined £2,000. 

Michael Harnett, of West Cliff Road, 
Broadstairs, rented rooms in a house of multiple 
occupation (HMO) in Albion Road, Ramsgate. 

In November 2009, Thanet council’s housing- 
improvement team discovered that 29 Albion 
Road, which was then an HMO, was operating 
in contravention of licence conditions. 

Officers found rooms not being used in accor- 
dance with the licence. As many were small, a 
communal lounge was required, but there was 
none, while some toilet and bathroom facilities 
had been screwed shut. 

One man was living in an undersized room, 
while two additional kitchens, which were 
required to cater for the number of potential 
residents, had not been installed. 

Also, the gas-fired central-heating system had 
not worked since the previous summer and the 
council had not been provided with valid gas- 
safety certificates. 

Harnett, 49, was interviewed under caution

and did not provide a reasonable excuse for fail- 
ing to maintain and improve the property. As a 
result he was prosecuted. 

At Thanet court, Harnett admitted failing to 
comply with his licence and was fined £2,000, to 
which a £15 victim surcharge was added. He 
was also ordered to pay £100 costs. 

HMOs are properties occupied by more than 
one family, such as those used for bedsits or 
shared houses. Since April 2006, HMOs of three 
or more storeys and occupied by five or more peo- 
ple must be licensed under laws introduced to 
improve conditions and management standards. 

Chris Wells, cabinet member for community 
services, said: “HMOs are often linked to bad 
management and antisocial behaviour. This is 
why licensing is important as it helps ensure 
tenants are kept safe and neighbours are not 
unduly disturbed. 

“This case should be a reminder to landlords 
that simply obtaining a licence is not good 
enough. Licence conditions must be complied 
with or the council will take enforcement action. 

“Tn this case, most of the conditions had been 
ignored, which is completely unacceptable.”

KENT Police dogs have bitten 
almost 50 people in the past 15 


months, according to new figures. 

Of that number, four victims were mem- 
bers of the public caught up in police chases 
and, in one case, a missing-person search. 
Four police officers were also bitten. 

But the majority of those bitten were sus- 
pected criminals and in almost half the cases 
were being pursued by police. 

Crimes included burglaries, theft of vehi- 
cles, suspected arson, fights and, in one inci- 
dent, threats to an officer. 

From January 2009 to June 2010, 49 peo- 
ple were bitten by police dogs, causing 
injuries such as puncture marks, grazes and 
scratches. In some incidents the dog gripped 
a person’s clothing, which has to be reported 
as a bite, or there was no injury sustained. 

In the four cases of members of the public 
being bitten, one reported a puncture wound

to the ankle, two reported reddening arms 
and one claimed to have been bitten on the 
arm. 

The 41 suspects — one of whom was a vio- 
lent prisoner and another was wanted in 
connection with violent assault — complained 
of puncture wounds, bruising or bite marks. 

Since 2005, six claims have been made 
against the police regarding dog bites — three 
are now dormant, one was discontinued, 
another is ongoing and in one case the 
claimant received £63 for a ripped jacket. 

Assistant Chief Constable Andy Adams 
said all Kent Police dogs were trained to the 
national standard. 

“Handlers undergo continuous refresher 
training throughout the year,” he said. 

“Police dogs are trained to protect them- 
selves and their handlers from violent 


Get on board in rail-service discussions 


RAIL-USERS are being urged to unite with 
politicians and pressure groups to push for 
improvements to Kent’s train service. 

It follows a meeting between transport 
minister Theresa Villiers and Kent County 
Council’s cabinet member for highways 
Nick Chard about problems caused by the 
High Speed One (HS1). 

Cllr Chard is now calling on passengers 
to help create a united front to press the 
Government for better services. 

“The rail franchise in Kent is due for 
renewal in 2012, or 2014 if Southeastern is 
granted an extension,” he said.

Births, deaths... and hooks 


A BIG shake-up in public services could see 
people registering births and deaths with 
librarians. 

A six-month pilot project is under way at 
Ashford and Sevenoaks libraries, where reg- 
istration services have been relocated. 

Library staff are being trained to register 
births and deaths, with registrars being 
trained to become librarians. 

The changes are part of a scheme looking 
at how services can be delivered together. 

It comes after Kent County Council 
revealed that it had to make £15 million in 
savings this year as a result of coalition gov- 
ernment cuts. 

Although concerns have been raised by 
Unison, KCC said the trial would help look 
at the best way to deliver registrations. 

“Tt will give us an opportunity to test how 
the services can work together to provide 
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customers with better access at a more con- 
venient location,” an official said. 

“We also want to explore how we can make 
the most of our premises and staffing 
resources across the county.” 

Initial plans saw an over-the-counter serv- 
ice, where people wanting to register a birth 
or death would have to do so surrounded by 
library-users. Unison argued this would be 
insensitive for people registering deaths. 

David Lloyd, the Kent branch’s general 
secretary, said: “We think we have won on 
this point and it has been agreed there will 
be private rooms available for registrations.” 

Staff involved in the trial have been fully 
trained, with librarians in birth and death 
registration and registrars in relevant 
library duties, including premises manage- 
ment and staff rotas. A survey is being car- 
ried out to gather feedback from the public.

No need to fear the 
‘You're sacked’ card 


I found the front-page article of 
July 28 ill-informed and 
misleading. 

It is a matter of fact, not debate, 
that Thanet council has to find 
budget savings of around 20 pence 
in the pound this year. 

It is also a matter of fact that this 
has largely arisen from stringent 
reductions on central-government 
funding. 

These reductions have coincided 
with complex reforms in the 
structure of such funding, such that 
the amount of cuts required is very 
difficult to foresee. 

It is also current council policy to 
restrict increases in council tax to 
4 per cent per annum. 

The article could be taken to 
impute that the council’s estimated 
direct and indirect employees will 
be lined up somewhere, and every 
fifth one will be handed a ‘You’re 
sacked’ card. 

We do not work like that. 

By way of example, two senior 
executive officers have left but have 
not been replaced. Their workload 
has been redeployed. 

Steve Albon’s statement that 
Thanet council employees with 40 
years of service will get a pension of 
only £4,000 a year is also palpable 
rubbish, as is his allegation that 
existing pension entitlements could 
be slashed. 

I know of nobody of any gravitas 
who has suggested this. 

It is, of course, correct to assume 
that the current ‘gold-plated’ public- 
sector salary-linked pension system 
needs reform. 

Evidence is not hard to find. Nine 
out of 10 private-sector schemes 
have either closed or been replaced. 

Look at Nationwide, Marks & 
Spencer and a plethora of other 
companies for examples. 

Change happens. 

Tam a simple back-bench 
councillor and, like most I know on 
either side or the political divide, 
am simply trying to represent the 
good folk who voted me in. 

I do not do it for money. I am paid 
a monthly allowance, net of tax, of 
£164. I doubt this covers my 
telephone bills, postage, travel and 
other costs. 

I am entitled to claim for these, 
but, in common with many other 
Conservative and Labour 
councillors with whom I am

DRIVING cars and motorbikes fast. 


Clever or stupid? 

Having driven a car safely for more than 50 years, 
I watched with mounting anger a TV documentary 
about recently-qualified young boy and girl racers. 

Statistics show that the arrogant, selfish and ignor- 
ant anti-heroes featured are a danger to themselves 
and others on the road and yet, until confronted by 
the possible consequences of their antisocial behav- 
iour, they were quite happy — and indeed proud — to 
race on the road, exceed the speed limit and so on. 

They seem to get a thrill out of speed, and the pride 
comes from the irrational feeling that it is them 
rather than the car’s engine that causes the speed. 

As though putting the car in a certain gear and 
stamping on the accelerator is macho and clever. 

Wouldn’t it be nice if this antisocial, dangerous and, 
indeed, childish behaviour was deprecated by all. But, 
alas, that is not the case. 

Certain young boy racers make a lucrative living by 
driving cars recklessly and dangerously fast... Jenson 
Button and Lewis Hamilton, to name just two. 

Money is one thing, but fame is another, and in 
petrol-head circles, this is best achieved by almost 
killing yourself. 

A middle-aged racer from Kent shot to fame after a 
spectacular crash in the Indianapolis race and Top 
Gear’s Richard Hammond brought out an autobiog- 
raphy on the back of doing something extremely silly. 


There are people who should know better who claim 
to see no connection between what the likes of Messrs 
Button and Hamilton are admired for doing and what 
the maligned boy racers do on the public highway. 

As though, for instance, it would be perfectly accept- 
able for the NHS to campaign against smoking on the 
grounds that it is injurious to health while at the 
same time allowing smoking companies to sponsor a 
smoking contest. 

Having watched the Tour de France and the 
European athletics championships, where the con- 
testants hone their bodies to as near perfection as 
they can, it amazes me that getting into a car or ona 
motorbike and ‘racing’ is considered a sport. 

Back in 1979 a motorbike racer wrecked my grass- 
roots career as a runner (a mere 19th-ranked in the 
Commonwealth over the marathon in 1969).

Stars shine in characterless caper

TOM Cruise and Cameron Diaz 
have starred in some of the most 
financially successful and critically 
acclaimed films of the past 25 
years, collecting numerous awards 


for their efforts. 


Yet put these two Hollywood superstars in 
the same camera shot and the results are lack- 
lustre to say the least. 

Their first collaboration, Vanilla Sky, an 
English language remake of the clever 
Spanish thriller Abre Los Ojos (Open Your 
Eyes), was confusing, illogical and uninvolv- 
ing, and lacked the style and intelligence of 
Alejandro Amenabar’s original film. 


Experience 


Now these two talented actors reunite for 
James Mangold’s fast-paced action comedy 
that has lots of crash and bang, but almost no 
emotional wallop. 

There is a seed of a good idea in Patrick 
O’Neill’s screenplay but the actor turned 
writer doesn’t yet have the experience to knit 
together the comedy and action elements into 
a fluid and coherent narrative. 

Screen chemistry between the leads never 
catches fire, even when entire buildings are 
exploding around them. 

June Havens (Diaz) is an unassuming 
Midwestern gal, who is in the wrong place at 
the wrong time. 

Boarding a flight bound for Boston, June is 
unexpectedly caught in the crossfire of a mid- 
air shoot-out between paranoid government 
agent Roy Miller (Cruise) and gun-toting 
assassins. 

“I shot the first pilot, he shot the second... it’s 
just one of those things,” smirks Roy nervous- 
ly. 

June wakes the next morning, in her bed, 
believing that her high altitude adventure was

nothing more than a bad dream, only for 
Miller to abduct her from a diner in front of 
would-be suitor, Rodney (Marc Blucas). 

The young woman is now marked for death, 
and must quickly learn the tricks of the spy 
trade to stay alive and avoid an early grave at 
the hands of Antonio (Jordi Molla) and his 
henchmen. 

Meanwhile, CIA Agent Fitzgerald (Peter 
Sarsgaard) attempts to persuade June that 
Roy is a rogue spy who must be stopped before 
he hands a newly-discovered perpetual energy 


source to US enemies. 

Knight And Day gallops across the globe, 
from Boston to Salzburg and finally to Seville 
for a spectacular finale during a bull run. 

Cruise limbers up for the physical demands 
of Mission: Impossible IV, scheduled for 
release next summer, with a series of bruising 
stunt sequences and Diaz gets battered too 
behind the wheel of a car in the centrepiece 
chase. 

However, it’s hard to muster concern for Roy 
and June when the screenplay pays such scant 


attention to character development. 

Myriad villains are cardboard cut-outs. 

The twist is heavily signposted and the stars 
seem to be bulletproof when it matters, emerg- 
ing from the melee virtually unscathed when 
lesser mortals would be riddled with bullets 
and bound for the mortuary slab.

“As long as I get the season off to 
a winning start, I'll be back in. ’m 
ranked 25th in the country and 
the top-20 are all pretty tight.”
